ANTECEDENTS 

The  North  American  Regional  Broadcasting  Agreement   (NARBA),    signed 
at  Hateina    in  1937,    is  the   source  of  rights  and  obligations  of  an  Inter- 
national nature  for  the  signatory  countries.     The    said   international 
instrument,    upon  being  ratified  by  the  respective  legislatures,  has 
legal  force  according  to  the  constitutional  provisions  of  each  country 
adhering  thereto. 

Although  the  North  American  Regional  Broadcasting  Agreement  regulates 
various  subjects  of  a  technical  kind,    it  is  not  possible  to  disregard 
their  juridical  nature,   nor  is  it  possible  to  extend,   modify  or  sub- 
stitute it  without   studying  and   considering  the  juridical  problems  in- 
herent  in  every  international  treaty  or  agreement.     Therefore,   the 
Delegation  of  Cuba   submits  for  the   consideration  of  the  Conference  the 
follov/ing 

PROPOSAL 

The  Conference,  upon  beginning  its  labors,  shall  have,  in  addition 
to  the  proposed  Steering,  Technical  and  Drafting  Committers,  a  fourth 
committee  called  the  "Juridical  Committee",  charged  with  studying  problems 
of  a  juridical  nature  relating  to  the  extension,  modification  or  sub- 
stitution of  the  North  American  Regional  Broadcasting  Agreement .

Answering  a  call  from  the  chair  for  the  order  of  business,  Mr, 
Jett  suggested  that  the  Committee  discuss  item  2  of  the  Agenda  pro- 
posing two  years   extension  of  the  Treaty. 

L'r.  I'aristany   (Cube),    stated  he  wr-uld  like  to  present  another 
proposal,   but  felt  that  the  proper  procedure  was  not  being  followed 
and  that  all      such  matters    should  be   referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Initiatives  or  should  be   turned   over  to  the  Juridical  Committee  if  one 
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MR.   SCTARD   'CHAIRMAN):     I  will  call  the  meeting  to  order. 
The  third  meeting  of  the  Technical  Committee  is  now  in  session. 
I  undorstand  that  the  minutes  axe  not  available  for  examination 
by  delegates  at  the  present  time,   so  we  will  defer  their  adopt- 
ion,  that   is  of  the   first  and  second  meetings,  until   the  next 
session. 

At  the   close  of  our  last   session,   we   v©re   discussing  the 
question  of  the  650  mile  rule  and  the  Cuban  Delegation  present- 
ed certain  questions  which  they  asked  for  replies  on  the  use  of 
certain  clear  channels;   by  Mexico   channels  660  and  830,  by 
Canada  and  the  United  States  on  channels  990  and  1010.     Hay  I 
ask  the  Mexican  Delegation,  if  they  cart,  to  comment  on  the 
question  addressed  to  them. 

MR.  MAE1STANY  (Delegate  of  Cuba):     The  Delegation  of  Cuba 
aporeciates  any  statement  from  Mexico  ,  but  first    it  would   insist 
that    it  obtain  information  or  report   first   from  the  United 
States  Delegation. 

MR.    JETT  (Delegate  of  the  United  States):     We  are  ready  to 
report  on  the  four  frequencies,   I  believe  those   are  the  ones. 
660  kilocycles  was  the  first,  which  is  a  United  States  I-A 
channel  assigned  at  New  York  City,   authorized  for  XE3Z  at  Mexico 
City,   500  watts  directional  antenna,  cle3S  II   station.      If  you 
will  read  page  22,  the  Englida  version  of  the   engineering 
arrangement   signed  by  all  of  the  parties  to  the  North  American 
Agreement,   at  the  January  conference  of  1941,   you  will  find   that 
that  particular  assignment  for  Mexico  City  was  agreed  to. 
Mexico  uses  the  frequency  on  condition  that    it  '.vill  protect  the 
borders  of  the  United  States  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
that   apply  to  I-A    stations. 

Again  on  page  22  of  the  English  version  of  the  January 
1941  engineering    agreement,   the  frequency  830  kc/s  is  assigned 
as  a  United  States  I-A  channel  for  the  use  of  Mexico,   and  it  is 
recognized  that    stction  XELA  Mexico  City  may  use  one  kilowatt 
of  power  -with  the  directional  antenna   to  protect  the  borders 
of  the  United  States. 
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CHAIRMAN:  The  meeting  will  ccme   to  order.      The  third  meet- 
ing of  the  Technicrl  Committee  is  now  in  session.     We  have  be- 
fore us  the  reports  of  the  meetings  to  date   of  this  Committee, 
"•hat    is  the  pleasure   of  the  Committee  with  respect  to  these 
minutes? 

MR.    JETT  (Delegate  of  the  United  States):      I  move  Mr, 
Chairman,    that  they  be   approved  without    readirg,    subject  to 
the  privilege  of  making  corrections    if  any  delegate  desires 
to  correct  his  official   statements.

Part  (b)   of  tlK   resolution  cnlls  for  the  assignment  of   special 
stations  in  the  regionr.l   chr.nne.ls  to  Cuba,  Pert  (c  )   calls  for 
a  modification  of  the  existing  rule  determining  reflecting  in- 
terference,  Part   (d)    calls  for  a  limitation  of   zones   for 
Class  I-A   stations,    and  No.    2  gives  in  detail   the    stations 
which  Cuba  wishes  to    secure  under  a  revisod  agreement. 

The  Chair  wishes  the  views  of  delegations  on  whether  one 
subcommittee  would  be    sufficient   to    cover  the    questions  raised 
in  these  points.     Mr.   Jett? 

MR.   JETT  (Delegate  of  United  States):     Mr.    Chairmen,   I 
have   a   feeling  that  this  long  list   of   frequencies  on  page  4 
proposing  the  use  of  regional   channels  with  directional 
antennas   should  be    studied  separately.     The  engineers  will 
want    to  get   out    their  slide  rules,    as  Mr.  Mendoza   suggested, 
and   spend  a  couple   days  on  that  list. of  frequencies  and  I 
think  that  that  work  might  be   dene   by   a   separate  subcommittee.

S3LH0B  ICBEDOZA:      The  Cuban  Delegation  feels  that   some 
other  rule  than  the  650-mile  rule  could  be  adopted,    ob- 
viating the  geographical  location  in  the  definition  and 
substituting  for  that  rule  another  rule  giving  protection 
to   the   station  that  is  to  be  protected.     "We  must  remember 
how  these   chear  channel   stations  came  into  being.

It  was  agreed  that  it  would  not  be  necessary  to  read  the  full  text 
of  the  draft  of  an  Interim  Agreement  or  Modus  Vivendi,   the  same  having 
been  discussed  fully  in  the  previous  meeting  of  the  Committee  and  copies 
having  been  distributed  to  all  participants  in  tho  Conference, 

Dr,  Machado  proposed  a  change  in  the  English  text  of  Article  IY. 
to  add  the  words  "shall  not  bo  applicable  to  Cuba  in  connection  with  tho 
use  of  frequencies  in  Annex  I  hereof."     Tho  change  was  approved.     Dr» 
Machado  suggested  a  change  in  languago  of  Article  XI   to  add  at  the  end  , 
of  tho  Article,   after  tho  word  "notifications"  tho  following:      "subject 
to  the  specific  changes  and  modifications  stipulated  in  this  instrument." 
Chairman  Jctt  of  the  United  States  Delegation  suggested  that  the  Committee 
strike  the  word  "subject"  and  substitute  the  word  "including"  in  tho 
added  phrase.     It  was  then  agrood  that  Article  XI   should  be  modified  by

CHAIRMAN  (Mr.   Jett):     She  neeting  will  please  cone  to  order* 
This  is  the  fourth  neeting  of  the  Initiatives  Connittee.     The 
purpose  of  the  neeting  is  prinarily  to   consider  two   reports  of 
the  Juridical  Connittee  which  I  will  cone  to  later.     However, 
first,   I  would  like  to  refer   to   the  ninutes  of  the  three  pre- 
vious sessions.      I  know  that  Minutes  2  and  3  have  just  been 
distributed  this  norning.
